To the Northward it is bounded by Ricł- 
manſworth Pariſh in Hertfordſhire, and on 
the South, it adjoins to Riſip and Ichenham 
Parifhes in Middleſex. 


The Soil, within this Compaſs, is va- 
rious; that of the South and Eaſt Parts 
being a ſtrong Clay, very productive of 
Elm and Oak, which thrive well here. 
The North and Weſt Parts, bordering on 
Hertfordſhire and Bucks, is generally a 
dry Chalk and ſtony Land. 


TuIs Pariſh is in Circumference about 
ſixteen Miles, and is, in great meaſure, 
furrounded with Woods, almoſt of all 
Sorts, and 1s perfectly well water' d; for, 
beſides the River Colne, which runs at a 
mall Diſtance from the Village, Springs 
are ſcarce any where more frequent.

HAREFTITELD is an ancient 'Vil- 
lage, being the Poſſeſſion of Richard, 
Son of Count Giſellert, in William the 
Conqueror's Time, as Camden informs 
us; but, at preſent, in the Poſſeſſion of 
Sir Roger Newdigate, Bart. one of whoſe 
Anceſtors firſt obtain'd it, by marrying 
Cecil, Daughter of Sir Robert Grene, in the 
twelfth Year of King Eduard the Fourth's 
Reign ; as appears by an ancient Record 
now in the Tower of London. 


Tx x Church here is built after the an- 
cient Got hicł Manner, and dedicated to 
St. Peter. It is well beautified within, 
and ſeveral curious Monuments are here 
crected 
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erected, to the Memory of the Anceſtors 
of the above- mention'd Family, as alſo 
the Ahby's, who are, and have, for a long 
Courſe of Years, been Inhabitants of this 


Place,

” erected fix Alms-houſes for ſix poor Wi- 


dows of this Pariſh, and allowed the In- 
cumbent Five Pounds per Annum, to read 
Prayers twice a Week to them. 


As to Houſes of Note, there are only- 
Four, -viz. Moor-Hall, which (with its 
Appurtenances) is a Manor diſtin& from 
Harefield. © Breakſpears, the Seat of the 
ancient Family of Aby. Harefeld- Place, 
the Seat of the Newdzgates, Lords of this 
Manor; and Riſe, the Seat of Sir George 
Cooke, Knt. The three firſt are ancient, 
the laſt of modern Date, but greatly im- 
proved by the preſent Poſſeſſor. 


Taz Inhabitants of this Place are chiet- 


ly employed in Huſbandry; and as to 


Manufactures, the Making of Paper 


. (chiefly that Sort for printing News-Pa- 
pers, and ſuch like) the Making of Earth- 
en Veſſcls, and Hay-makers Rakes, take

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up many Hands to chere Advan- 
tage. 


Tux great Variety of the Soils as 
produces almoſt all Sorts of Vegetables, 
which our Catalogue of ſuch Plants as 
grow ſpontaneouſly in this Neighbour- 
hood, ſufficiently ſhews. 


FossiLts and form'd Stones, of various 
Sorts, are frequently found in theſe Parts, 
as a Sort of * Pyrites, which Dr. Plot 
calls Crou- Iron; being on the Outſide of 
a dark Colour, reſembling ruſty Iron, but 
within of a reſplendent golden Colour, 
which it ſoon loſes by being expoſed to 
the Air, or laid in a damp Place. A few 
Grains of this Marcaſite put into Water, 
where a ſmall Quantity of Galls had been 
ſeep'd, inſtantly chang d it black as Ink, 
and gave it a remarkable Stypuck ws. 
To Taſte. 


. . Here are likewiſe to be met 1 
Shells of ſeveral Sorts, embodied in Chalk, 
and chiefly thoſe of the Bivalve Kind; 
as alſo the Wah eee and ſome- 
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times the Species that Mercatus calls || Me 
Prius or Pentexoche, as alſo the + Lapis 
Multangulus of the fame Author, which 
was not long ſince found by ſome Labor- 
rers in the Old- Chall-Pit near Harefield- 
Mill. This laſt conſiſted of twelve or 
fourteen irregular Angles, moſt of which 
were impreſſed with a Figure reſembling 
the Spot of a Die. It was of a ruſty iron 
Colour, on the Outſide, and anſwer'd the 
Figure and Deſcription of the aforeſaid 
Author in moſt} Particulars. Here are al- 


ſo found ſome Species of the Cornu An- 


monis, but very rarely. 


Ano the Animals, there are none 
in this Place that are not common, unleſs 
a Breed of Cows and Oxen without Horns, 
Theſe, tho' of late Date, are ſufficiently 

lentiful, and are diſtinguiſhed by the 

ame of the Polled Breed by the Inha- 
bitants. | . .
